flight 
from St. Louis to New York has been 
^ great experience, and one, which 
for the most part, i have thorough­ 
ly enjoyed. Naturally, I am glad that 
I have been able to make an Amer­ 
ican cross-country record that is al­ 
so a worlds record, but what pleases 
me most is what I have been able to 
accomplish seems to prove, in my 
opinion, that our American continent 
can be crossed by aeroplane from 
ocean to ocean. 
Precautions Were Taken. 
I ntil the first part of my flight to 
this afternoon there was no time dur 
ing my entire journey that r did not 
have a plan to save my life, lf neces 
sary. The moment when plans ap­ 
parently did not count was when I 
ascended from the fields near Ny 
ack. I really think that I touched the 
branches of the trees on both sides 
as I went into the air. 
It was 1:53 p. rn. when I left (Ny­ 
ack. The promoters did not think it 
was a good day to come, but ! did, 
and 
I 
decided that my record for 
cross-country work, and what pres­ 
tige I may enjoy as an aviator, was 
more to me than a few extra show 
dollars for somebody else, so I let the 
whole thing go and came on to Gov­ 
ernor’s Island, where the flight end­ 
ed, and from which place it will not 
he resumed to Sheepshead Bay or 
any other place, for I am going to 
Boston tomorrow morning, but I am 
going on a train. 
The Money Consideration. 
Now a word as to what I have iwon 
in order to set myself right. The on­ 
ly money ii get out of the flight is 
the $110,000 offered by Mr. Victor J. 
Evans of Washington, a check for 
which amount Mr. Evans handed me 
on my arrival here this afternoon. 
Out of that $10,000 I have to pay the 
promoters with whom I contracted 
tor twenty official stops en route, $4,- 
000 for allowing me to cancel the last 
tiwelve /stops 
I was contracted to 
make. 
The reason I paid to have the stops 
canceled was because I was tired of 
the show part of it. I wanted a rec­ 
ord for cross-country flying, and I 
wanted to be able to stop when I 
wanted to and to keep on going when 
'I wanted to. Therefore the only re­ 
ward I have had in mind was a new 
world mark for cross-country flying 
and I am happy because that reward 
is mine. 
Most Anxious Moment. 
Off the lower part of the island 
came the most anxious moment of my 
whole trip. That was when I neared 
Governor’s Island and began to ma­ 
neuver preparatory to heading for 
the landing place there. It was very 
foggy and I could not see the island 
any too well, so I went up several 
hundred feet so as to *&et the lay 
of the ground before pointing for the 
ground. 
I was just a bit nervous then, for I 
realized that in a minute or two 
more the flight would be mine, and I 
did not want anything to happen at

CONGER INTERVIEWS 


FRISCO OFFICIALS 


A letter from W. >E. 
Conger, 
the 
hustling Ada traveling man who has 
been interesting himself in the mat­ 
ter of securing the extension of the 
SapuIpa-HoIdenVille train sendee to 
Ada, states that he has had an in­ 
terview with the head officials of the 
road at St. Louis. After presenting a 
petition signed by IOO traveling men 
secured by him, and explaining the 
need of the service, he secured a 
promise that if it could be possibly 
figured out that the train would pay, 
it would be put on. The matter was 
passed over to C. O. Jackson of Ok­ 
lahoma City, division passenger agent 
for final determination. Mr. Conger 
urges that the business men of Ada 
take up the matter with Mr. Jackson 
at once and show him the advant­ 
ages to be gained by the road if the 
new train is put on. 


Yesterday afternoon a meeting of 
the business men of the city was held 
at the club rooms to determine the 
kind of premiums to be distributed 
to cotton growers of Pontotoc coun­ 
ty marketing their crops at Ada, and 
the manner of distribution. 
The committee had been most suc­ 
cessful in soliciting 
funds 
and 
it 
placed the business men in a posi­ 
tion to offer some substantial prem­ 
iums. It was decided to make the big 
prize $aOO in cash, and a committee 
composed of A. K. Thornton, S. M. 
Shaw and A. H. Burgess was ap­ 
pointed to arrange the minor prem­ 
iums, of which there will be a good­ 
ly numjier. It is probable that the 
total value of premiums offered will 
amount to $H,000. A complete list will 
be published in a few days. 
Ada is making a strong bid for the 
cotton of Pontotoc county this year, 
and with the inducements offered the 
growers, may reasonably tyope to re­ 
ceive as many bales as last season, 
in spite of the fact that the yield 
per acre will be much smaller.

two dormitories erected on the Ok­ 
lahoma A. & ML college Campus at a 
total cost of $90,000 by 
the 
Cook 
Construction Company of Des Moines 
Iowa, were accepted this week by a 
committee of the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture, composed of Messrs. Hinds 
Cobb, Wilson and Griffin, who spent 
several days in Stillwater for this 
purpose. These handsome buildings 
are complete in every detail, being 
equipped with the most modern fur­ 
nishings and arranged throughout for 
the convenience and comfort of the 
students. The Woman’s building is 
the larger, as it has, in addition to 
the living rooms, a large gymnasium, 
with plunge and shower baths ad­ 
joining, 
classrooms 
for 
domestic 
science iwork, a commodious recep­ 
tion hall, a modern kitchen, and a 
dining hall that will seat 160 stud­ 
ents, the entire number that can pro­ 
cure rooms in both dormitories. Fur­ 
niture and heavy equipment features 
are going in at this time. These are 
the only dormitories erected thus far 
by the state for any of the colleges 
or state institutions of learning, and 
rooms will be assigned to applicants 
under the following Faculty rule: 
“Students shall be 
assigned 
to 
rooms in the Boys’ Dormitory and 
Womens building by recommendation 
of the Committee on Assignment to 
rooms, preference being given in or- 
jder of seniority, class standing, and 
deportment; provided that the dur­ 
ation of attendance at the 
College 
and personal need of the applicant 


one school to another during! any 
term without first having a transfer 
certificate. 
The public school faculty will con­ 
sist of 
twenty-six 
normal 
trained 
teachers, eleven of whom have never 
taught in the Ada schools. At the 
close of the school term last year 
practically all of the old faculty was 
retained for this year but a number 
of them have either failed to accept 
the position or resigned after having 
found a position more to their lik­ 
ing. In the selection of the new mem­ 
bers of the faculty the Board has 
labored under some difficulties owing 
to the late hour at which some of 
the resignations rwere received. They 
have carefully considered the qual­ 
ifications and special fitness of the 
applicants and we feel that they have 
i wisely selected. 
The buildings have been thorough­ 
ly cleansed and are all ready for the 
opening except the Willard. A force 
of men are at work finishing the sec­ 
ond story of this building and we 
hope to see it finished for the open- 
ing-

The open season for hunting snipe, 
plover, curlew , doves and shore birds 
opened on August lo and closes May 
I. The season on other birds opens 
November 'lo and closes at the sam e 
time. In an opinion given the depart 
m ent by A ttorney G eneral West it is 
stated th at all persons m ust have a 
license in order to hunt during the 
season on other property than their 
own. The law» ag ain st hunting on 
Sundays is effective at all tim es and 
provides a penalty of a m inimum fine 
of $25 and m aximum of $100 for its 
violation.
